Fancy Christmas cookies are enjoyed 
by the entire family as it gathers around 
the glowing Yule log...what’s more, 
Christmas cookies make nice gifts for 
somebody else to nibble ‘round his or her 
particular hearth! 

There's still time to make some...so 
... bearing gifts, YANKEE’s Household De- 
partment says... have a Merry Christmas 
with: 


BLACK WALNUT CAKES 
Sift together: 

3 cups flour 

Y% tsp. soda 

I tsp. cream of tartar 

% tsp. salt 

1 cup butter 

1Y% cups sugar 

1 cup milk 

3 eggs unbeaten 

1 cup black walnut meats 

Cream the butter and the sugar to- 

gether. Add the eggs and mix well. Add 
the flour and the milk alternately. When 
all of the flour is added mix in the nuts 
lightly. Roll the dough to Y% inch thick- 
ness, Cut into small squares and bake at a 
450° F. oven until slightly brown. Re- 
duce the temperature to 350° F. and fin- 
ish baking. 
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BROWN SUGAR SHORT BREAD 
2 cups sifted flour

ALMOND PRETZELS 

Mix together: 

2 cups sifted flour 

Y% pound almonds ground 

! cup butter creamed 

2 eggs unbeaten 
2 egg yolks unbeaten 

Blend the eggs into the butter. Grad- 
ually add the flour and knead into a 
smooth dough. Divide into tiny balls 
and roll each piece into rolls four inches 
long and the size of a pencil and shape 
into a pretzel. Brush with egg white, 
sprinkle with coarse sugar and bake in a 
350° F. oven until light brown. 


CINNAMON STARS 
pound almonds blanched and 
ground 
pound powdered sugar sifted 
lemon rind grated 
eggs whites beaten until stiff 
tsp. cinnamon 
(Wipe the baking sheet with butter or 
paraffine.) Add the sugar and the lemon 
rind gradually to the egg whites. Remove

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Somebody wrote... “At Christmas play 
and make good cheer, for Christmas 
comes but once a year.” We agree... 
don’t you? This happy thought is ex- 
pressed in different manners by different 
people ‘round the world. Customs are 
different. Personalities are different. And 
foods are different, too. 

In England the one _ indispensable 
Christmas dish is the plum pudding. 
We're told that the original name for 
this spicy bit of ‘steaming goodness was 
furmety... which according to our in- 
former was “wheat boiled until the grains 
burst, and when cool strained and boiled 
again with milk and yolks of eggs.” (How 
plum puddings have changed!) Plum pud- 
ding with its “new look” would be: 

Y% pound chopped raisins 

Y pound Sultana raisins 

Y% pound of candied peels 

Y% pound chopped figs 

Y% pound chopped beef suet 

4 cupfuls of fine dried bread crumbs 
Y cupful flour 

Y teaspoonful cinnamon 

Y% teaspoonful cloves

Y% teaspoonful salt 

Y, cupful brown sugar 
1 cupful cider 

Sherry flavoring 

6 eggs 

Mix the fruits together and add the 
suet, crumbs and the flour to which the 
salt and the spices have been added. Next 
add the sugar, then the cider, the flavor- 
ing and the beaten eggs. Fill the mould 
about two-thirds full and tie oiled paper 
over the top. Steam for about 6 hours. 

If you prefer a sauce with your pud 
ding: 

2 egg yolks 

1 cup confectioner’s sugar 
Y cup whipping cream 
Flavoring to taste 

Beat the egg yolks, add the sugar and 
beat until smooth. Fold in the whipped 
cream and flavor. (A little nutmeg is a 
nice addition.) 

In Germany the Christmas food inter- 
est settles ‘round many types of cookies 
and there is great family ceremony when 
making the famous Pfeffernusse. It is 
said that the entire family from the small- 
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est toddler to the father joins in the mak- 
ing. 
PFEFFERNUSSE 

8 cups flour sifted 

1% cups dark molasses 

1 cup water 

Peel of an orange dried and powdered 

4% cup lard 

1 teaspoon cloves 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon allspice 

Mix together all the ingredients but the 
flour and bring to a boil. Chill thorough- 
ly, and then gradually add flour and 
knead into a smooth dough. Let the 
dough stand for two hours. Roll very thin 
and cut into medium-sized round cakes. 
Bake at 350° until light brown and well 
dried out. 

The Christmas main dish in Finland is 
the well-known to YANKEE appetites... 
dried codfish! The codfish has been 
soaked in a special solution for weeks 
ahead and then boiled. When served it is 
snowy white and light and fluffy. For 
dessert there is rice boiled in milk and 
served with cream and cinnamon.

Here is a fat, long-burning Christmas 
candle you can make in your own kitch- 
en. For longest burning always empty out 
the pool of liquid wax which forms in 
the center before relighting. 

Materials needed: 

Two packages paraffine from your grocer 
A length of soft cotton wrapping twine 
A 10-cent store saucepan 

An egg beater 

A kitchen knife 

Directions: Melt two of your eight slabs 
of paraffine in the saucepan. Do not al- 
low the wax to become overhot and smok- 
ing. When melted dip one of the re- 
maining six blocks of paraffine into the 
hot wax and immediately lay it flat upon 
another block; do this until three of the 
slabs are sealed together. Then, double 
the wrapping twine, cut to proper length 
for a wick, and lay it straight upon the 
uppermost of the three sealed slabs. Lay 
the remaining three slabs upon the wick. 
You now have a basic candle consisting 
of six blocks of paraffine sealed together. 

To trim the candle: When the melted 
paraffine has cooled until it shows white 
on the surface of the saucepan, whip it 
with an egg beater until it looks like 
stifly whipped cream. Tipping the candle 
by the wick, use the knife to frost the 
whipped wax onto the candle. Trim it 
into a rough surface, covering sides and 
top. Trim the wick top and bottom.

The quandary in which the homeowner 
finds himself when wondering how best 
to heat his house this winter is not at all 
surprising—not at all because there is no 
one answer. 

The chosen method can be but relative- 
ly better than four or five others and at 
best far short of a perfect solution. 

Two or three months ago this column 
pointed out the advantages to be gained 
from solar heat, that energy which can 
be had for nothing. The conclusion was 
that there should be more glass on south 
walls and less in way of curtains and 
shades to obstruct sun rays—curtains to 
be drawn only at night to contain heat 
gained during the day. 

But this as such is by no means a heat- 
ing system. It is more a device compar- 
able to insulating by which the load on 
the furnace can be reduced. It makes for 
more efficiency in an inevitably inefficient 
process. 

Someday solar heating will be a reality; 
research is happening now, but progress 
is slow. Scientists move without urgency, 
placated by thie prospect of an ever-rising 
sun. When a way to store sun heat has 
been found, we'll have free heat and 
efficiency to spare. 

Another heating system further prog- 
ressed than solar but of less promise for 
the future consists of extracting heat from 
the ground by means of a pump. Such 
heat might be contained in the earth it- 
self or in ground water. A shaft operat- 
ing as a conductor is either buried or 
lowered into a well. Forced air or water 


is then circulated between house and 
shaft. 

As an air-conditioning system it is ideal; 
here is a supply of warm air in winter 
and cool in summer. However, it must 
be remembered that fuel is being fed the 
pump which circulates the air—enough, 
in fact, to offset other savings. 

There’s no escaping, for this winter 
anyway, the old stand-by systems. As said 
before, no one of them is efficient—per- 
haps 75% at most and 50% is more prob- 
able. First there’s the fuel question. ‘Then 
when that has been decided, a method 
for distributing the heat must be deter- 
mined. And here’s where a complexity of 
alternatives present themselves. 

Among fuels, we have the three most 
common: coal, gas, and oil. Selection 
might be made on the basis of which can 
be wasted with the least penalty. How- 
ever, supply prospects and the nature of 
the fuel must be considered. 

Besides the fuels mentioned, there’s 
wood and electricty. But the wood burn- 
er, as effective as a hot-air furnace of that 
type can be, is impractical because not 
automatic—and electricity is prohibitively 
expensive unless you live next door to a 
turbine. 

Coal is used by the majority because 
available and less expensive than oil—but 
as a fuel it is far from popular. Anyone 
can list a dozen reasons why. Oil is more 
satisfactory but the price today is high, 
and as a fuel, it is the most liable to short- 
ages. 

Manufactured gas, although costly, is a

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clean fuel and requires no space for stor- 
age. Ideal is natural gas—so far beyond 
the reach of most homeowners. Resources 
are vast; there’s only the transportation 
problem restricting its use. And it’s cheap 
—so cheap that demand will exceed sup- 
ply, spoiling things for everyone for years, 
unless some control such as an artificially 
higher price is put on it. (Well en- 
trenched in New Hampshire, it always 
saddens me to hear a descripton of a com- 
pact heating unit, only to discover that it 
burns gas exclusively.) 

Whatever the fuel used, the end prod- 
uct is heat—which element constitutes the 
50 to 75% of potential distributed 
throughout the house. 

Now for some more of those alterna- 
tives again. We can move heat as team, 
hot water, or air. Steam can be at a low 
pressure or high pressure; hot water and 
air can circulate by gravity or be pumped. 
Then this heat can be distributed by con- 
duction, convection, or by radiation—or 
by these ways in combination. It sounds 
simple, but actually no single system pro- 
vides an answer. There are too many 
inherent losses peculiar to each. 

We are comfortable if expending about 
400 BTU of heat per hour. This energy 
must be restored to the body at an equiv- 
alent rate. Lost are 100 BTU by evapora- 
tion and exhalation, another 100 BTU to 
air circulation, and the remaining 200 
BTU is radiated. 

If objects in a room are heated by con- 
duction to, say, body temperature, then 
the body can no longer radiate heat— 
there’s nothing cooler to absorb it. (Air 
does not absorb heat reflected in this way, 
the nature of infrared rays the explana- 
tion—an explanation admittedly confus- 
ing.) Therefore 200 BTU must be re- 
leased by other means if the 400-400 com- 
fort balance is to be maintaned. 

The significance of this is that air tem- 
perature must be reduced to 59-60° F.—a 
temperature conventionally thought ap- 
propriate to gymnasiums, machine shops, 
and the like. 

The foregoing constitutes the theory 
behind “radiant heating”—a system where 
coils contained in the floors, walls, or ceil- 
ing warm these surfaces. Within these 
coils circulates either steam or hot water. 
Infrared rays which radiate from such 
surfaces warm objects. It is with such that

“The ugliest house in town,” we told 
our friends, and most of them agreed 
heartily after one embarrassed look. It 
was neither old nor new. It stood like a 
drab, gray monolith on the foundations of 
a Colonial dwelling that had burned 
down years ago. The paint was scaling 
from its clapboards and a black hole 
gaped where the cellar entrance should 
have been. Rock piles littered the yard, 
adding an air of desolation. 

But we had fallen in love with the 90 
acres of New England woods and fields 
around it. If we wanted them we had to 
accept the house also. There was no 
money left over for builders’ fees or dras- 
tic alterations either. We were on a shoe- 
string budget and whatever we did had 
to be done in our spare time with our 
own inexperienced hands. 

The first cold spell, coming shortly af- 
ter we had moved in with the deed proud- 
ly in our posession, taught us a valuable 
lesson. 

Paint, we discovered, is more than just 
color on a building’s surface; more even 
than mere protection from the rain. Paint 
is the natural skin of a house, the thin 
but vital covering that keeps the cold air 
out. 
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“Ohe Ugliest House

Our house had lost its skin under the 
battering of wind and weather. Cold air 
seeped through a thousand tiny cracks in 
the warped clapboards, pushed its way 
through the sheathing and broken plaster 
and made us shiver. 

As soon as we could we set to work in 
spare hours, nailing the clapboards tight 
again, giving them a fresh skin of bright 
red paint. We had found out all about 
red paint. It does the job on old, rough 
boards better than white paint does and 
it lasts much longer. Even when red has 
faded or darkened it is still attractive. We 
took this into consideration, for paint 
costs money, and the wooden pores of our 
ugly house sucked up ten full gallons. 

Painting is messy, monotonous work, 
but not particularly difficult even for 
amateurs. The brush strokes finally fall 
into an easy sort of rhythm that covers 
space and makes the hours slip by. It 
soothes the mind and gives time for cogi- 
tation. The hardest part of painting is 
the trim. That demands close attention 
and a conscientious hand and eye. 

With the painting finally finished, the 
cellar door and steps came next. They 
had to be done before winter arrived, 
and the job looked formidable. But we 
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soon learned that there is nothing esoteric 
about masonry work. A few bags of ce- 
ment, a pile of clean sand, a mixing box 
of some sort, a hoe, trowel, spirit level 
ahd stones and you are ready to go ahead. 
Anyone with patience and a little muscle 
can do it. When the eye blunders, the 
spirit level corrects. One stone at a time 
and the wall is finally completed. The 
steps are built one at a time, too, with 
board forms of the right height as guides. 
Rocks and cement are dumped into these 


forms and allowed to set before the next 
step is attempted. That was the way we 
did it, at least. 

Our house began to look better al- 
ready, but those bleak and ugly angles 
still remained to plague us. Something 
had to be done to “bring down” the roof 
line a little, break up the dull severity of 
the front and make the blank, window- 
less backside look more interesting. 

We sketched plans all winter and next 
year we put a “bonnet” on in front and 
built two small bedrooms and a long 
stone terrace out in back under a gently 
sloping lean-to roof. A silver lace vine 
added its bit to the bonnet and a quick- 
growing Siberian elm and some flowering 
shrubs gave a “new look” to the corner 
and side of the house. 

The stonework of the terrace, includ- 
ing the floor and 30-inch wall around it, 
took four months to finish. Many of the 
rocks were so heavy they had to be pushed 
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into place with a crowbar. But, again, 
the main requisite was patience. We had 
made a.deal with a neighbor to bring us 
flat stones in exchange for the use of one 
of our fields. 

Putting these large terrace stones in 
place was a simple matter of leveling a 
few at corners and key points by means 
of a long 2” x 4” and a spirit level,

placing the others between them and fill- 
ing in the cracks with cement. 

Not more than three or four stones 
could be laid each day. It was the same 
with the stonewall. A yard-square section 
was a good afternoon’s work. An old 
stone mason told us how to do it. Bal- 
ance your thick, flat stones on edge inside 
and out and fill in between them from the 
top with pieces of rock and cement. The 
weight of the big stones will hold them in 
place till the cement has hardened. 

After the slow, methodical work of 
stone laying, the carpentry went fast. We 
drew up a sketch to scale, figured the 
number of studs, joists and rafters needed 
and the amount of board feet for sheath 
ing, roofing and flooring, and bought 
well-seasoned native lumber. 

Figuring building materials is really as 
simple as ABC once you put your mind

we are in contact—not with a strata of hot 
air hanging over our head. 

As wonderful as this sounds however, 
and as rational in theory, radiant heating 
still exhibits waste. The air inevitably 
picks up some unwanted heat, and then 
there is a lag in control. Yet this system 
for “next-best” efficiency probably stands 
at the top today. 

Taking a look at recent developments 
in heating, we mentioned here last month 
one or two floor furnaces. These are 
merely space heaters, fine in the “first 
aid” sense. New models feature thermo- 
static control; can be fired with either gas 
or oil—even coal. 

Most revolutionary are the coal furn- 
aces which consume not only the coal but 
the smoke, too. Representative is a unit 
about the size of a dishwasher, containing 
a tube in which the coal, automatically 
fed, is burned ata high temperature under 
forced draft. A water jacket surrounds 
the tube; ashes are disposed of without 
dust. With any coal burner, however, 
ashes must finally be moved by hand, 
not an inconsiderable disadvantage. 

Oil heaters are now being equipped to 
burn gas as an alternate fuel, understand- 
able while millions are being spent in 
running pipelines east from fields in 
Texas, etc. Noteworthy is the “Jet-Heet” 
which burns oil in a small combustion 
chamber after the principle of the jet 
engine. 90 to 95% efficiency results com- 
pared to the tube unit’s 80% plus. 

Most far-fetched but given a lot of pub- 
licity has been “liquid heat,” really noth- 
ing more than tetracresylsilcate which at 
a temperature of 800° F. circulates 
through the house like a ball of lightning, 
doing everything from freezing ice cubes 
to burning the toast.

When the hand of man stirs the dust of 
a century and brings to light some frag- 
ment from the past a chord of mellow- 
ness is struck in the hearts of sentiment- 
alists; when that fragment is a letter writ- 
ten with childish, painstaking care by the 
hand of a young Emerson, the flurry of 
interest which is stirred across the con- 
tinent reaches out even across the ocean. 
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This is what happened recently when 
workmen, called in to repair certain parts 
of the Old Manse in Concord, discovered 
assorted papers fallen between two beams 
high in the attic above head level. Among 
these papers were a receipt, a quotation 
written in an unknown hand, a letter, 
not released for publication, written in 
1776 by Ralph Waldo Emerson’s grand 
father—and the letter written by a 12-year 
old philosopher to “Dear Aunt” Mary 
Moody Emerson of whom his son Edward 
wrote in later years: 

“... proud, pious, eccentric, exacting, in 
spiring Aunt Mary Moody Emerson .. . she 
had managed to go through a wider range of 
books than most clergymen of her day, with 
a sure taste for superior writing and a judg 
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ment most critical. Though exacting in her 
standards of conduct and often exasperatingly 
frank in her criticisms... her pride and real 
affection for her young relations, and inter 
ests not only iofty but broad, commanded 
their loyal affection. Their mother was a 
serene and ennobling presence in the house; 
their aunt a spur, or, better, a ferment in 
their young lives, and one that was never 
inert, for she made frequent visits to her rela- 
ions, and in whatever remote part of New 
England she might be boarding, her letters, 
by every opportunity of traveling minister or 
friend, incited her nephews to the search for 
wisdom or pursuit of virtue, and required of 
them an account of their progress. She guid- 
ed their reading and made them think about 
it. She stimulated them by discussion, rallied 
them on their young vanities, and by this 
very correspondence trained them in reason 
ing and expression. Of her, her nephew 
wrote thus: ‘She gave high councils’... " 

And it is this, “She Gave High Coun- 
cils” that Emerson had engraved upon 
her tombstone. 

With this picture of what Aunt Mary 
expected of her nephews the Ralph 
Waldo Emerson childhood letter takes on 
added lustre. We can see Emerson 
the child, anxious to please his “exacting 
Aunt Mary,” sitting on a late cold win- 
ter’s afternoon in his little room on Bea- 
con Hill where his mother ran a boarding 
house, trying hard to “say something”— 
for it is recorded in an Emerson journal: 
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Ralph Waldo Emerson 


“When I was a boy and quarrelled with 
Elisha Jones and Frank Barrett, Dr. Ripley 
sent for them one evening to come to the 
house and there made us shake hands. Aunt 
Mary asked me, “Well, what did you say to 
them ? " ‘I did not say anything!" ‘Fie on 
you! You should have talked about your 
enibe or your toes only to say some- 
thing.’ 
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Here then is young Emerson's letter: 
Boston February 28, 1816 

My dear Aunt, the sun has not yet illu 
minated the arch of Heaven nor begun to 
display his brilliant beams—this I suppose is 
the time to feel inspired and this the time | 
Shall improve to write to you-—— 

Last night I read the character of Massil 
lon in the Encyclopedia and some anecdotes 
of him which are not in the Life prefixed to 
his sermons and which if new will most like 
ly be grateful to his Admirers 

Upon preaching his first advent sermon at 
Versailles he received his eulogium from the 
mouth of Louis XIV... [untranslatable] 

. when I hear others preach I am_ well 
pleased with them, but when I hear you 
preach I am dissatisfied with myself! 

The first time he preached his famous ser 
mon on the small number of the elect the 
whole audience were at a certain place of it 
seized with a sudden and violente emotion 
and almost every person half rose from his 
seat by a kind of involuntary movement. 

But night with sable wing approaches and 
compels me to bid. 

Adieu 
Yrs affectionately 
Ralph. 
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(Above) Emerson's 
study, preserved at The 
Antiquarian Society, Con 
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The Old Manse was built in 1769 by 
the Rev. William Emerson, grandfather 
of R. W. E. He had come to Concord 
five years before as successor to Rev. Dan 
iel Bliss, minister of the First Parish 
Church. He boarded for some time with 
the widow Bliss and married her daughte1 
Phoebe. 

The Emersons were living in The Old 
Manse at the time of the battle at Old 
North Bridge. Mrs. Emerson with het 
children around her, stood in the north 
window of the little upstairs study and 
watched the progress of the battle. The 
following year her husband, William Em 
erson, joined the army as chaplain and 
died at Rutland of camp fever. The 
Emersons had four daughtes—Mary 
Moody Emerson was one—and a son 
William, father of R. W. E. Mrs. Emerson 
a few years later married the Rev. Ezra 
Ripley who succeeded her husband as 
minister. Following the death of their 
mother, in 1825, the Emerson and Ripley 
children inherited the property, the Em

But there was still a lot 
of hill ahead, and he hadn’t been home 
for a long time. He knew that from the 
top of the hill he could see home—not 
only the gray roof of his own house, and 
the little farms and the white-spired 
church of the village, but everything that 
had made him homesick during the long 
gray days at sea. The river, and the broad 
bay it fell into off the point; the rolling 
blue hills; the woods; the fields—all were 
there below, so near that Johnny used to 
think that he could stand on the hill and 
pick up the whole State of Maine and put 
it in his pocket. 

He left the maple and started slowly 
upward. The tamaracks were still green 
and the white-throated sparrows were still 
singing in them, clear, sweet, icy little 
notes, blue and gold and fresh like the 
day itself. Johnny did not look back as 
he climbed; it would spoil the bursting 
joy of seeing everything at once.

When 
he was at sea he had always said to his 
shipmates: “The first thing I’m going to 
do when I get back is climb the Hill and 
take a look at Home. Then I’m going to 
run all the way down to our house, and 
surprise Ma.” 

Well, here he was; he could scarcely be- 
lieve it. It was as if his weeks at sea had 
been suddenly blotted out and forgotten. 
No more subs for awhile—no creeping 
convoys, no flame and smoke and planes— 
everything else was really behind him; he 
didn’t have to think of it; he was home. 
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He figured since the trees were getting 
bare, he could see the _ schoolhouse. 
Twelve years of his life he had spent 
there: first downstairs with the kids, then 
upstairs, in high school. He'd have to go 
see Mr. Tuttle almost first off, he decided 
Mr. Tuttle had taught him math and 
science and French and Latin. The 
French and Latin he taught were almost 
as mysterious to Mr. Tuttle as to his pu 
pils since he had majored in agriculture 
at the university, but in math and science 
he was tops. Johnny had been poor in 
math, but stuck to it because of naviga 
tion, and got through. Once he asked in 
geometry class (the year they gave geom 
etry), “Why do we have to waste time on 
this thing if Pythagoras figured it out 
anyway?”

He would see almost all the 
houses in town, and remember who lived 
in them and whose cousins they were, and 
what their fathers did. Everything would 
be there before him, and thinking of this 
he suddenly couldn't wait, but started

HOGREEVE

Pooh Bah, that illustrious gentleman of 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s acquaintance, held 
office as First Lord of the Treasury, Lord 
Chamberlain, Attorney General, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, Privy Purse, and 
Private Secretary. If he lived in some 
New England townships today, by reviv- 
ing a few obsolete titles and gaining a few 
with little work to them, he might stand a 
chance to be constable, collector of taxes, 
surveyor of highways (“road agent” is a 
more colorful term, though defeated can- 
didates will keep alive memories of the 
word’s connotations of highway robbery), 
fence viewer, clerk of the market, sealer 
of weights and measures, hogreeve, 
pound-keeper, measurer of wood, survey- 
or of lumber, and culler of staves. 

Of course the heft of the town work 
devolves upon the three selectmen (or as 
we say, “see-lec’men,” being that much 
easier). If the selectmen can’t hire a job 
done, oftentimes the three of them have 
to do it themselves, in addition to their 
own job which involves a good deal of 
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paperwork. writing in town ledgers as 
large as a piano keyboard, and exercising 
their judgment toward a fair settlement 
of tax matters and others. 

A selectman has to fit in at least a 
month and a half of work broken into 
odd-sized fragments in turn for perhaps a 
month’s pay. Thus he must have his own 
12-month-of-the year business to support 
himself, and this must be such that he can 
take an hour, or a half day, or a week off 
to handle tax assessment and other select- 
man’s chores. Often retired businessmen 
become selectmen, which is a happy solu- 
tion unless the town has three old men 
instated in a fixed regime which might 
collapse like the deacon’s one horse shay. 
So in the end a good selectman is certain- 
ly public spirited, but underpaid and un- 
der-appreciated; while a poor selectman is 
a source of many griefs. 

Many Yankees “ask but little here be- 
low” and serve because they're needed. In 
one New Hampshire town the selectmen 
are building the shed to house the snow- 
plow, doing it because the cost of lumber 
has eaten too much of the appropriation 
to allow a carpenter's fair hire. 
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The road agent has the toughest job, 
physically. The brunt of his work is in 
keeping the town roads clear in winter. 
A small town is apt to have only two men 
on a shift, using either a tractor or the 
town truck. Sometimes the chosen vehi- 
cle breaks down on the other side of town, 
hung up on a boulder, for instance, or 
must spend so long breaking through one 
place that the wind and falling snow or 
sleet have plugged up half a dozen other 
places. There‘s also the cold job of sand- 
ing sleety roads. One night at this sort of 
work will give a man an entirely different 
outlook regarding such terrain features as 
an ordinarily attractive hill where the 
wind sweeps the snow off the top straight 
down the road, or in any other cunning 
ashion dodging the snow fences to deposit 
the drifts in the road. 

Road agents sometimes get coffee, 
doughnuts and other refreshments of more 
or less bracing qualities on their route, 
but by the same token criticism of their 
work by the town’s carpers and complain- 
ers more than makes up for this. 

The town treasurer, town clerk and 
tax collector have mainly clerical jobs, 
hough some old-timers expect a social call 
rom the tax collector, during which 
enough other subjects are discussed to dis- 
guise the visit’s inevitability and permit 
the victim to cope with matters. No town 
office is cut and dried, certainly, not ex- 
cluding these three. 

Fence viewers are usually three in num- 
ber and stand ready to act solemnly and 
legal-like in the boundary disputes of 
adjoining neighbors. The office is still on 
the ballot in many towns. 

No longer are towns interested or re- 
sponsible for true weights or measures in 
the marketplace, and thus have discontin- 
ued the interesting job of sealer of 
weights and measures and clerk of the 
market. Nor do we have one day of the 
week set aside as the English and many 
continental Europeans do as “market 
day.” But according to New Hampshire's 
“Town Officer,” the Bible for incumbents 
of a century ago, the sealer must “try and 
prove all scale-beams, steel-yards, weights 
and measures” and place the town seal 
on them. Master sets of liquid measures, 
made of pewter, used by the towns in try- 
ing and proving, are occasionally seen. 

The state does this sealing today, as it 
has taken over today’s equivalent of the 
jobs of surveyor of lumber, culler of staves, 
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and measurers of wood, who might be 
said to have belonged to the same guild, 
in a manner of speaking. All “plank, 
boards, spars, slitwork, shingles, clap- 
boards and timber” had to meet specifi- 
cations in the eyes of the duly appointed 
ones skilled in such business, who were 
enjoined to make reasonable allowance 
for “rots, knots and splits.” And, if re- 
quired by the purchaser, “shall mark the 
same anew to the just contents thereof— 
on payment therfor.” Meanwhile the 
culler of staves was busy selecting up to 
fixed standards all hoops, staves and 
shooks offered for exportation or sale. 

The measurers of wood had to see that 
all cordwood exposed for sale “be either 
four feet, three feet or two feet long, in- 
cluding half the kerf.” The fascinating 
old word “kerf” refers to the notch made 
by the axe cut, the exact word being 
chosen to prevent legal nicks. Like a well- 
made wall, “hog-tight, bull-strong and 
horse-high,” the law’s wall of phrasing 
was often lawyer-proof. 

While some of these offices have passed 
with the changing times, many a town 
throughout New England elects a hog 
reeve. His turn comes after the efforts of 
electing the right major town officers, and 
is a sign for perennial spoofing. 

Typical is a case that occurred in 
Maine recently. A _ well-to-do, popular 
chap whose desk job kept him in store 
clothes was picked. This was good for a 
laugh all around as surely as the election, 
as truant officer, of a fellow who com- 
muted 20 miles away during every school 
day. 

Then, for the first time in a dozen years 
one of the few pigs in town did get loose, 
or may have been prankishly freed. How- 
ever, as surely as all young Fauntleroys 
opposed villainous bullies, and with the 
same storyteller’s results, the hogreeve 
went home, got his dungarees down off 
their peg and corraled the porker, turn- 
ing the laugh in his favor. 

We in New Hampshire used to have a 
sporting rule, whereby “Swine, unlaw- 
fully at large upon the highways in any 
town, cannot be legally seized and im- 
pounded on the Sabbath; and a hogreeve 
who seizes and impounds swine on that 
day is a trespasser.” Or as we used to 
shout, when dusk, calling mothers and 
waiting suppers broke up our game of 
Relieve-Oh: 

“Allee Allee Outs in Free-ee!”

Much has been written about the 
Christmas spirit; great poets and novel- 
ists, essayists and philosophers have en- 
deavored to express the elusive and inex- 
pressible; all have succeeded, and all have 
failed. For the written word, however 
beautiful, is as the polished pin through 
the bright, winged symbol... 

Over a great many years, I have heard 
people say, early in December, “I have 
no Christmas spirit this year at all,” and 
then as the time for bells and carols draws 
near, I have seen them suddenly infused 
with the warmth and inner radiance 
which is the spirit itself. You cannot ex- 
plain this; you know only that the spirit 
exists and has existed even in those who 
denied it, all year aound, and no matter 
what has happened to subdue it, it rises, 
in due time, and makes itself heard and 
felt. 

Yet some, no matter what they say, or 
how they conduct themselves, nor how 
furiously they rush to shop and wrap, 
have no such spirit at all nor ever will 
have. 

In the past years the Christmas spirit 
has struggled against the heavy odds of 
war and anxiety. Then the cloud lifted, 
for many of us, although for some it will 
never wholly lift, and Christmas again 
became a season of rejoicing. This year 
we live once more under a shadow; that 
of uncertainty, and in some instances, 
fear. But the spirit will shine through, I 
think, for most of us, and in hope and 
promise. 

Who can define the spirit of a season, 
or for that matter a remembered pleasure, 
an expectation, a mood, or a sense of 
awareness? Talking the other day to a 
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member of my family, she ‘recalled her 
early years spent in upstate New York, 
and spoke of the simple and heartening 
amusements . . . of snow-shoeing parties, of 
sleigh-rides and skating. She said that 
when she first came to New York she 
was homesick, as winter drew on, for the 
unadorned recreations she had known. So 
she took her skates and went with friends 
to skate on a lake in a public park. The 
ice was there, the cold, black night, en- 
livened with stars, the ring of skates. But 
the spirit was lacking. She could not re- 
capture it. For it was not composed of a 
winter night, a pair of skates and com- 
panionship. It was something more; an 
integral part of home, of up-bringing 
and accustomed things...the music of a 
home town band, the friends she had 
known since childhood, the spirit of their 
good times. 

We spoke of skiing, of the expensive 
equipment and the big business into 
which a sport has grown. And she re- 
minded me she had grown up on skiis, 
made by the barrel concern in her town, 
primitive, according to today’s standards, 
and wholly effective for cross-country ski- 
ing. The “jumpers” the children used in 
that northern community were home- 
made too; and the sleds. They operated 
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as well as if they had been fashioned in a 
great factory. And were she said, “more 
fun.” 

Well; there was the spirit; not to be 
bought in a store, but some thing with 
which one grew up, the memory of which 
one retained always. 

It is fashionable now to discount nos- 
talgia, fashionable to recall grandmoth- 
er’s homemade remedies with a smile, as 
remedies more effective can be bought in 
any pharmacy, yet grandmother cannot be 
bought there, nor her hand upon yours 
nor her concern. It is fashionable to re- 
mark that when, after 30 years, you re 
turned to the home town for the first 
time, the high hill you recalled was noth- 
ing but a moderate slope. This is not en 
tirely so. It is still a high hill, if your 
legs are short and the edge of adventure 
unblunted, and your eyes are fixed on 
horizons. 

They tell us now, that the “good old 
days” were not so good, lacking as they 
did the modern conveniences and short 
cuts; they tell us that the good old days 
were, in fact, not good at all, and show 
statistics to prove this; a higher rate of 
mortality and disease, a shorter life ex- 
pectancy, fewer opportunities for ad- 
vancement, enlightenment and education. 

Yet, all days past are perhaps good, in 
the remembering. And those the modern 
writers decry had recompense for their 
lack of “conveniences.” They had sim- 
plicity, singleness of purpose, and integ- 
rity. If there were fewer skyscrapers there 
were more integrated homes. If there 
was no radio and no cinema nor televis- 
ion, there were satisfactory substitutes; 
the appearance of theatrical companies 
at the little opera houses of the cross- 
roads, the carnival and country fair, the 
lecture circuit, and the gathering in each 
other’s homes. And more people went to 
church, and around the church their so- 
cial activities were centered. 

What made the old days good was not 
what we now think of as hardships, and 
deprivations, it was the spirit which per- 
vaded them. We were a younger country 
then. We are still a very young country, 
as the politicians remind us, but we grew 
up fast. We grew up, as do many young 
people, into sophistication and cynicism. 
We are young but we know all the ans- 
wers. 

But when we were still younger, the 
majority of us did not try to define the 
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Yankee.

Christmas spirit; we had it. It was home- 
made, within us, so to speak. 

It’s still there, no matter how remote 
the popcorn strings or stockings stuffed 
with oranges and gilded nuts. Today's 

eMerry Xmas tree is bright with a less dangerous light— 
if you are careful—than that of candles, 
and and is trimmed with factory-made beauty. 
Today's Christmas dinner is easier for 
Happy New Year | the housewife to prepare; it comes to her 
practically prepared; and she automatical 
ly counts calories as she cooks it. Today's 
stockings are apt to be filled with the toy 
maker’s version of the atom bomb; any 
child in his senses would indignantly re 
ject the orange, for oranges have not 
been a treat to the majority of American 
children for many years. The white tis 
sue paper and ironed red ribbons have 
given place to the “boughten” paper, and 
tinsel ties and how many of us make our 
own gifts, put up the jelly and pickles, 
wrap them in red paper, and fill a basket? 
How many slave over candy making or 
fine sewing? Very few. Yet the spirit is 
still within the heart which has not quite 
grown up. 

Where others have failed I cannot suc 
ceed. I can say only what the spirit 
means to me. It is, for me, a warmth and 
a generosity, which has nothing to do 
with money expended, nor the gift given 
or received. It is a waiting, an expec 
tancy, a heart on tiptoe; a waking in the 
still cold night to listen for church bells; 
the upward looking to a star. It is hope 
and belief and a prayer. It is, in essence, 
The Golden Rule, if only for a little 
while. It is loving and giving of love. 

Above all it is like the child on Christ 
mas Eve with faith in the morning, hope 
for the dawn. 

This is the Christmas spirit as nearly 
as I can put it into clumsy words. May 
it be yours and mine. May we remain 
children, if only at this season; and may 
we somehow manage to keep the spirit 
all through the year, even if we do not 
quite recognize it, once the last thank 
you letter has been written and the gifts

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QUERIES BY THE ORACLE 

Ky.: Dear Oracle: Men have argued 
with me that the earliest breeds of fast 
horses were produced in Massachusetts, or 
certainly in New England. I doubt it, but 
do you know? T. F. 

Answer: We know; and ‘tis true. The 
first horses, imported from Europe, were a 
stocky, short-legged breed. Great dis- 
tances here demanded a fast-walking ani- 
mal, and one that could step if required, 
which in turn, called for lighter bodies 
and longer legs. Breeders discovered that 
when they tried to raise colts on some of 
the hilltop farms of New England, the 
horses fed with their heads uphill, and 
at an angle. This produced long hind 
legs, or, longer legs on one side than on 
the other. But when they watched their 
stock, and headed them the other way, 
once in a while, they got a balance, and 
in this manner they developed the real 
rangy stock.

to it. A house can only have so many dif- 
ferent parts (far fewer than those in an 
automobile) and all these parts are obvi- 
ous and logical. Muscle and a little skill 
acquired as you go along are needed to 
put the parts together. These we our- 
selves supplied. Saws run truer and easier 
the more you use them. Hammers do 
what you want them to do after you've 
handled them a bit. Planes and squares 
grow to seem like natural appendages. 

The building goes up with exciting rap- 
idity once the studs, plates, joists and raft- 
ers are cut out. Heavy asphalt building 
paper is the poor man’s friend and we 
used lots of it over our sheathing to cover 
our amateurish mistakes and make the 
new rooms tight. 

A house is never quite finished, of 
course. There is still much left to do to 
improve ours. It may not be the prettiest 
house in town yet, but at least it has lost 
the distinction of being the ugliest. It is 
now a cheerful New England homestead 
that passing motorists point at with envy 
and say: “Pa—why can’t we live in a nice 
little place like that?”

The handicraft situation in New Eng- 
land is still very uneven. Only New 
Hampshire and Vermont have specific 
governmental departments with appro- 
priations to support and develop handi- 
craft enterprises. The New Hampshire 
League of Arts and Crafts is the oldest 
and best-known state organization of its 
kind. It has a paid staff, operates train- 
ing classes, promotes sales and has 
brought considerable income to crafts- 
men besides raising the standards and 
variety of their products. Vermont, like- 
wise, has a commission and a paid staff 
promoting the crafts. Connecticut and 
Massachusetts provide some state aid for 
craft training as part of their educational 
programs, but do little beyond this. 
Rhode Island and Maine give no official 
recognition to the handicrafts. 

Despite the irregular quality of state 
aid, there is in every state except Maine 
and Rhode Island a statewide voluntary 
unofficial organization of craftsmen sup- 
ported by membership dues. These socie- 
ties are working to stimulate higher 
standards of workmanship and a greater 
public appreciation for craft products. 

In addition to these unofficial state or- 
ganizations there are in every state num- 
erous local groups organized by counties, 
towns or types of craft interests. Alto- 
gether it is safe to say that there are at 
present in New England 6,000 or 8,000 
persons who are practising one or 
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more crafts, and whose total produc- 
tion in a single year could be valued at 
around a half million dollars. 

Certainly one will agree that these 
craftsmen are and will continue to be 
important factors in New England indus 
try. Many of their enterprises become in 
dustries employing several persons each. 
All are adding value to local resources 
that often would be wasted. Handicraft 
industry has within it the seeds of its own 
development. Once started, it draws to 
itself persons of both sexes who train 
themselves or become trained in craft 
classes. They interest their friends and 
grow in numbers from year to year. As a 
social-economic asset, crafts and craftsmen 
are an investment worthy of the interest 
of any New England state. 

The healthy future expansion of New 
England’s small industry and handicrafts 
must be the responsibility of the craft and 
small industry workers themselves, their 
organizations, and the areas that are to 
benefit by it. 

Planning committees might well be set 
up to survey local resources for skill, pow 
er and materials. 

The advice of universities and research 
agencies should be sought. 

Home and _ villages industries and 
craftsmen need better agencies for distrib- 
uting their products. These may come 
through cooperative selling or by connec- 
tions with large selling agencies. Thou- 
sands of stores sell craft products. To 
connect with these and supply them reg- 
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ularly with a high and even quality of 
merchandise requires planning and co- 
operation. 

Much also needs to be done in study- 
ing markets in various parts of the coun- 
try to find out what customers want, what 
they are buying and what prices they are 
paying. 

Rural industry and independent crafts- 
men should make the most of the new 
opportunities due to (a) the need for ex- 
panded production that may soon exceed 
the capacity of urban factories and (b) a 
reaction setting in against mass-produced 
goods and favoring individualized, hand- 
made articles, especially for interior dec- 
oration and the accessories of wearing 
apparel. 

The outlook for American crafts has, 
since the two wars, been somewhat im- 
proved by the shutting off of novelty 
goods formerly imported extensively from 
Italy, Bohemia, Switzerland and the Ori- 
ent. Foreign competition is returning, 
however. Peru has set up a national fund 
for the training of native craftsmen in 
producing from local material fine goods 
in the old Inca designs. Italian craftsmen 
are organized and have funds which they 
are using to canvass the craft market in 
our American stores for products for 
which Italy is famous. Swedish craftsmen 
have opened salesrooms in New York. 
Counteracting these influences, American 
craftsmen have a salesroom for wholesale 
and retail distribution at America House, 
485 Madison Avenue, New York. It is 
sponsored by the American Craft Council 
which is composed of many state, county 
and local craft groups along the eastern 
seaboard of America. Close cooperation 
with these groups in each state should be 
a foremost thought in the minds of all 
who hope to aid the growth of New Eng 
land handicrafts and small rural industry.

Lewis N. Wiggins had a vision. He was 
owner of Hotel Northampton and his 
dream was a Tavern, Wiggins Tavern. 

“Why not an ordinary in connection 
with this hotel?’’ he thought. “All old 
inns were called ordinaries——” 

Thus began Wiggins’ ordinary or tav- 
ern and thus began his collection of early 
equipment lighting devices, tools, pantry 
boxes, buckets, fireplace and eating uten 
sils. The collection grew by leaps and 
bounds. 

With this keen interest for primitives, 
Wiggins attracted friends to his ordinary, 
to discuss the collecting and preserving 
of all-but-forgotten things of the early 
days. Quickly came the idea! “Why not 
have a club and promote the idea of col 
lecting such early primitives?” 

The Early American Industries Asso 
ciation, Inc. was born. The idea extend 
ed throughout the country, the member 
ship exceeding 700. 

“The purpose of the association is to 
encourage the study and better under- 
standing of early American industry, in 
the home, in the shop, on the farm and 
on the sea, and especially to discover, 
identify, classify, preserve and exhibit ob 
solete tools, implements, utensils, instru- 
ments, vehicles, appliances and mechani 
cal devices used by the American crafts- 
men, farmers, housewives, mariners, pro 
fessional men and workers.” 

For many years, Wiggins was host to 
the group at his Tavern for a harvest sup 
per. It was an eager lot of men and wo 
men who came with odd gadgets to iden- 
tify, duplicates to sell and unusual pieces 
of their individual collections. An enthu- 
siastic auction often followed the busi- 
ness of the meeting. Then the harvest 
supper—the long table heaped high with 
food and cider. Those fall gatherings will 
always bring warm memories. 

With such a widely scattered group of 
members, it was but natural that chap- 
ters be formed. The first appeared in 
New Jersey and a recent one has been or- 
ganized at Worcester, Massachusetts.

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People didn’t think Lucy Farnsworth 
cared about anybody, least of all about 
Rockland, Maine. She'd lived in the big 
Colonial house all her life, an eccentric 
recluse, rarely seen. She got to be 97, and 
died, the wealthy, legendary old lady who 
didn’t care. 

Then they probated her will — and 
Rocklanders thought they were dreaming. 
Lucy Farnsworth had left $1,300,000 for 
an Art Museum and, with Yankee fore- 
sight, had secured a business block to pro- 
vide a permanent income for the museum. 

That was years ago—1935. This year 
the William A. Farnsworth Library & Art 
Museum opened, with capable young 
James M. Brown, III, as director. Brown 
has under him a superb institution, long 
planned, beautifully designed, stocked 
with treasures gathered by Robert P. Bel- 
lows of Boston’s Art Commission.

ersons later sold their share to the Rip- 
leys and the house remained in this fam- 
ily until 1939 when it was purchased by 
the Trustees of Public Reservations. 

As a child R. W. E. spent much time 
at the Old Manse with his step-grand- 
father and Grandmother Ripley. During 
the end of the year 1814, when he was 11 
years of age, his mother felt the pinch of 
poverty and moved with three of her sons 
to the hospitable shelter of the old house. 
Since the death of her husband three 
years before she had been running a 
boarding house on Beacon Hill. In the 
summer of 1815 the little family again 
removed to Boston, .the good Dr. 
Ripley sending them a Concord cow, 
which Ralph daily drove to pasture down 
that now aristocratic declivity.” 

Again, in 1834, following the death of 
his first wife, R. W. E. with his mother 
returned to the ancestral hearth for a 
year. It was during this time that he 
wrote Nature, his first well-known essay.
